to the many Mercies and Deliverances 
ve have receiv'd from God, as well as 
to our Abuſe of his repeated Interpoſi- 
tions in our Behalf, not to perceive how

both Caſes. I would not willingly dif.

ceive, diffuſes itſelf on the 'Countenances 
of my Hearers, on this bleſſed and au- 
ſpicious Day of Praiſe and Thankſgiving, 
I would not, I ſay, cloud this bright 
and agreeable, with melancholy Scenes 
or unpleafing Reflections, did not my 
Duty abſolutely call upon me to remind 
you of the diſtreſſed and deſolate Condi- 
tion of this once flouriſhing People; in 
hopes that this ſeaſonable Repteſentati 
on will induce you to enter upon ' ſuch 
ſerious Reflections and Reſolves, and to 
make thoſe Returns of Gratitude and 
Obedience which God moſt certainly 
expects and has ſo juſt a Claim to, as may 
for ever ſecure you of his Love and Pro- 
tection ; as well as from thoſe Miſeries 
and Diſperſion, which have fo deſervedly 
afflicted this mutinous and incorrigible 
Race of Men, and which ſtill expoſes 
them to the Bolts of divine and exaſpe-

They 
aſcertain the Rights, Privileges and Pro- 
perties of every Order of Men, from the 
Prince to the Peafant on the firm Baſis 


of invariable Juftice'; and to them every 
 aggriev'd. Party has an indiſputable Right 
to appeal. They authorize no vlolent 
Proceedings, nor arbitrary 'Impriſon- 
ments; nor \coutitenance thoſe cruel Tor- 
tures nd inhuman Diſlocatione, (even 
againſt State-Criminals) which in many 
Countries are practiſed upon the Accuſed, 
with ſuch Severity and Continuance, 28 
oſten obliges them (ſo very exquiſite is 
the Torment) to confeſs Crimes they were 
never guilty of, not even in Imagination 
As a' Bar to ſuch wicked and arbitrary 
Proceedings, which diſgrace human Ns 
ture, and are inconſiſtent with Freedom, 
it is a receiv'd and eftabliſh'd Maxim of 
our Laws, that no Man, however ci 
cumftantially guilty, i is obliged or com- 
pellable to be his own Accuſer; nor can 
a Sentence paſo on him, without 
a

a previous and impartial Trial, and with- 
out the Conſent and unanimous Concur- 
rence of his Equals: Nay, ſuch, is their 
exemplary Equity and Indulgence, that 
the Criminal, in Caſes where Life is con- 
dern d, is always (upon his Application 
to the Magiſtrate) allow'd Council to 
prepare him for his Defence, and to plead 
for him. . In ſhort, no Syſtem or Body 
of Laws is or can be better contriv'd to 
puniſh Guilt, or . prote& Innocence; to 
guard the Lives, Liberties and Proper- 
ties of the Subject; and tho they are 
ſometimes perverted (as the beſt human 
Inſtitutions may be) to contrary and 
very vile Purpoſes, yet theſe Inconve- 
niencies, this unavoidable Abuſe of em, 
is no ſolid Object ion to, or Argument a- 
gainſt, their Reaſonableneſs or Sufficien- 
cy ; ſince Experience teaches us how 
morally impoſſible it is for the wiſeſt and 


moſt conſiderate Legiflature to ena& 


ſuch Laws, as ſhall effectually defeat the 
Evaſions and Chicanries, or curb the a- 
bandon'd Libertiniſm and improving 
Wickedneſs of the Times. 
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Nor are we leſs happy in our Religi- 


ous and Eccleſiaſtical, than in our Civil 


Eſtabliſhment. Our Church, the Pride 
of our Nation and the Glory of Chriſten- 
dom, is as noted for its Exemption from 
Superſtition and its inſeperable Concomi- 
tants Perſecution and Cruelty, as it is 
deſervedly famous and venerable for its 

genuine Purity, extenſive Charity, and 
its near Approaches and jrſt Reſemblance 
to the Apoſtolical and Primitive Times, 
Its Worſhip is ſolemn and decent, yet 
free from idle Pomp and affected Pagean- 
try, which are ſo far from heightening 
(as it is pretended by, ſome) that they 
really divert the Mind from the main 
Object, a ſerious and manly Devotion. 
It preſcribes and injoins no Doctrines as 
Objects of our Faith and Practice, which 
are contradictory to the undeniable Evi- 
dence of our Senſes : Right Reaſon ap- 
proves and Experience teaches us the 
Fitneſs and Expediency of its Doctrines, 
as relative to our. Well-being both here 
and hereaſter. It lays before us all the 
material Truths of Chriſtianity with all
